[as a Vowj seeing thou ha test instruc- 
tion and easiest my words behind thee" 
(Psalm 1. 17). All who do uot wish Di- 
vine instruction, all who spurn the 
Lord's Word, are in this sense wicked 
—in a wrong condition of heart. We 
are glad that there is no truth in the 
theory that they are liable to eternal 
torture, but. oh. how much they are 
missing, nevertheless, of the joys of 
the Lord iu this present time and of 
the glories and eternal blessings of the 
future! 


In closing, dear friends, let me sug-
